No clover 
seed could be grown In California or 
New Zealand until tbe bumblebee was 
Introduced into those countries. The 
further Inquiry is made as to why this 
bee does not us a usual thing fertilise 
tbe blo&oms on the first or June crop 
of clover, this crop rarely containing 
any seed We think that this may he 
explained l y the fact that but few of 
the bees survlre the winter, their tittle 
winter store of honey often being de¬ 
stroyed by vermin, and not until tbe 
uew stntrms appear are they in suffi¬ 
cient number to properly cover a clover 
field.
